Today Basic is the world's most 
widely understood computer language. 
2 million people use Sinclair Basic alone. 

Basic is different from most other 
computer languages in that it's inter- 
preted instead of compiled. 

Interpreted languages are decoded 
by the computer line-by-line while the 
program is running. Whereas compiled 
dialects are changed into what is known 
as source code, a type of machine code 
that can then be executed as normal. 

This difference also accounts for 
Basic's relative slowness compared with 
Fortran or Pascal for instance. 

Next month we will be taking a closer 
look at Basic and discovering why it's so 
successful and finding a new pretender 
to Basic's throne.

FANCY MAKING A DOUGHNUT?
